The College will soon begin its first major renovation and building programme since 1972. It is tempting 
to say that the College is about to start an exciting new phase in its history, but it would be more accurate 
to say that we are starting the last phase of a process which began nearly four years ago. 

In 1986, the school community began to look at the future. A number of informal surveys had been taken 
of parents and students and the Board of Trustees had formed an informal planning committee. In the spring 
of 1987 a long range planning session was held at the school by a group composed equally of trustees, 
parents' alumni and faculty. From this, came a clear idea of where we wanted the school to go and what 
we wanted it to achieve. A clear mission statement and a lengthy report outlining policies and procedures 
for the future was sent to the Board and approved. This has provided the framework for all of our planning 

f0 Anumber of°Boarc| S and faculty committees took the Long Range Planning study and looked at the im- 
plications raised in the report for our curriculum and facilities. In the winter of 1988/89, a firm of architects 
drew a master plan of the campus, reflecting the ideas developed by the working committees. The center- 
piece of the plan was a major renovation of Colby house which would enlarge the library, renew the 
laboratories and provide new laboratory, classroom and work space as well as new equipment for the 
academic areas. This would mean moving the girls who live in Colby to new residences, re-locating the 
infirmary and providing new playing fields. All this, of course, would require large amounts of money, and 
we did not know if raising the amount needed was a realistic prospect. 

The Board hired Ketchum Canada to do a survey of the Stanstead community and assess for us the feasibility 
of raising the funds needed. Ketchum's reported in June of last year that we were too ambitious and could 
not do everything we wanted. Back to the drawing board we went and came up with an amended pro- 
posal which would meet most of our original goals: increase the size for the library substantially, add new 
laboratory and classroom space on the fourth floor of Colby as well as renovate the existing laboratories; 
provide new student work spaces on the second floor of Colby; build one new residence and renovate the 
infirmary; provide for new equipment and an addition to the endowment fund. The new plan was accepted 
by the Board and in July 1989 a decision was made to go ahead with a major capital campaign. The 
organizational work started immediately. , , , , . ., rrtll . 

It was the College's great good fortune that Mr. John Colby agreed to chair this campaign and through 
the fall and winter of 1989 he recruited an able and willing campaign team which has been hard at work 
ever since. In late January of this year, Ketchum Canada became our advisers and consultants for this 

C ?am a p^ased to say that we are now well along in the campaign and when you return for the homecom- 
ing and the alumni games in the fall, I hope that you will see some concrete evidence of this as we begin 

Why are we doing this? No institution can sit still and drift with events. To be a vital and thriving place, 
we have to look to the future, make decisions and prepare for that future. Students are our future and if 
we are to prepare them to deal with an increasingly complex world where success is based on technology, 
information and knowledge, then we need the tools to do this. We believe that the changes we are propos- 
ing will take us well into the next century and serve the immediate future of our students. You can play your 
part in the 2 1st Century Campaign by becoming active in the alumni association and by retaining your ties 
to your school wherever you may be. Beyond that, I hope that you will become active supporters of your 
school's present and future campaigns and workers in this cause so that others may enjoy the privileges, 
companionship and academic preparation and success that you have had.
